AMERICAN IDEAS 
BAD FOR VISAYANS 


This Is Reason for Holding 79 of 
Them Practically Prisoners on 
Philippine Reservation. 


OKEEP them from contracting Amer- 
ican ideas 79 Visayans have been im- 
prisoned in the Cuartel on the Pnhilip- 

at the World's Fair for a 

month. Although theoretically free, they 

have a right to envy the 120 Moros, who 
are nominally slaves. 

The Visayans are the prisoners of the 
Cuartel. Ever since their arrival, over a 
month ago, they have been held incom- 
municado. They have been guarded from 
view with the utmost zeal. Their quar- 
ters, in a corner of the Cuartel, have be- 
come a place of mystery. 

Repurts that there ts great dissatisfaction 
among them have leaked out from time to 
time. Frobably one-third of them can 
speak English. It is reliably stated that 
some of them are wery anxious to: make 
their grievances known, but can get no 
opportunity. 

The people are in charge of Michael] R. 
Healy, manager of the Visayan village. 
He hrought the mover from the Philip- 
pines!’ He had trouble with them, or on 
account of them on the journey, and when 
he reached St. Louis he took such steps as 
he considered were necessary to avert

The reason he gives for keeping them 
incamymunicado is that he does not want 
them *e imbibe American ideas.

On these walks nobody is permitted to 
converse with the people or even approach 
close to them. 

The purpose in having 
brought over was to have them repre- 
sent the higher caste Filipinos.

Mr. Healey was told Saturday of the 
reports of dissatisfaction among the 
Visa ans. “It is the first I have heard of 
it.” he said. 

He was asked if the people were not 
kept virtual prisoners. “I have taken 
some people in to see them,” he said, 
but I don't let them run around or £0 
L don’t want them to mix 
up with Americans and get a lot of 
American notions in their heads.

TRAMP. ARMY |S 
COMING TO FAIR 


With the First of May, the 5000 
New York Residents Pre- 
pare to Move. 


NEW YORK, May 7.—May is moving 
month for tramps as well as for respectabie 
the usual spring exodus 
from New York began this week. Natural- 
ly, the great attraction this year is St. 
Louis, where the wayfarers look for a 
harvest from the Exposition crowds. Fully 
0000 “hoboes,’’ ‘“‘yeggmen'’ and gypsies will 
go from this city alone, the great majority 
beating their way on freight trains. 

For the St. Louis trip, New Brunswick, 
N. J., is the first stopping place I‘rom 
there on the “‘jumps’’’ wiil be long or short, 
according to the travelers’ fancy. Some 
think nothing of-a ‘“‘jJump’’ of %v or évw 
miles; others camp every 50 or 75 miles. 

The army has its advance guards und de- 
talls somewhat on military lines. The ‘‘cat’’ 
goes first; he looks around—‘‘feels his 
way,’ as the fraternity puts it—and se- 
lects a site for a camp for his particwar 
gang. The “cat’’ is chosen for his in- 
nocent appearance. He is followed by the 
“gay cat,”’ who looks over the “‘cat’s'’ work 
and makes guch changes as he decms desir- 
able. The ‘‘gsy cat's’ especial duty is to 
see that the camp is so located as to be 
convenient for food supplies, and, if the 
camp be of ‘“‘yaggmen,” that ‘opportunities 
for plunder are convenient. 

After these preliminaries are settled the 
“hobos" or “yeggmen”’ follow. These two 
Chasses are enft®ely distinct, the former em- 
bracing the ordinary wanderers, while the 
““yeges' are. thieves by occupation. Not 
that the “hobos’’ will. not steal, for they 
will take almost anything. that looks easy, 
will rob a drunken man or a sleeper, and 
will even rob each other; but their man ef- 
fort is to satisfy their craving for a wan- 
dering lite without work, while the “yegg’’ 
belongs to a distinctiy criminal class. 

The “hobo” and the “yegg’ are violently 
antagonistic, and frequently clash; then the 
newspapers print a brief account of the 
finding of a tramp’s body along some rauail- 
road track. Usually in such cases he has 
been thrown from a moving freight Car, or 
“done up” with a coupling pin near sume 
camp or registering place. This enmity is 
due to the habit the “‘yeggs’ cultivate of 
following a “hobo” gang, counting on lay- 
ing on the latter’s shoulders the blame for 
thefts committed by themselves. 

With both gangs go the ‘“Prooshians,”’ 
as they are called—boys, usually, who have 
been stolen, and are actual slaves. If held 
Ly a “yeggman” the “Prooshian” is used 
as a ‘“‘stail;’’ he steals gmail articles for 
his master. or if a large job, such as rob- 
bing a house, is in hand, he is put in at a 
window and unlocks the door to let the 
gang in. This methed is usually followed 
only in the case of a house that is tem- 
porarily vacant. The “hobos” utilize their 
‘“Prooshians” for begging purposes, and 
they usually prove successful in persuading 
women to make liberal gifts of food. 

Both classes of tramps have thorough 
methods for keeping track of members, not 
only that “pals may fiml each other 
readily, but to post their fellows on the 
chances in a new town. Their secret marks 
on houses and fences, denoting the liber- 
ality or stinginess of the dwellers. have 
often been described. These form only a 
part, however, of the sign language. At 
every “camp” registering is done as faith- 
fully as though the tramps were guests at 
tome fine hotel. .

Were Defeated by the Wiry Japs.

SUKCHONG, Corea, April 3.—On the last 

.day of March those of the war correspond- 

ents who had Japanese military permits 

were permitted to leave Ping Yang to pro- 
ceed to the fighting front. They went by 
the old road, 16 miles to Sunan and thence 

6 miles more to this place, which was 

reached April 1. 

Truly, it was April Fool's day for the cor- 
respondents. Already the first land fights 
of the war had been lost and won and the 
Japanese forward movement on the Yalu 
river was established. The first encounter 
was a skirmish at Pakchong on March 22. 

Then came the fight at Chong Fu on 
March 28. A detachment of Japanese cav- 
alry scouts had left Kasan early in the 
morning. 

The Japanese infantry, which had been 
ordered to advance within supporting dis- 
tance of the scouting cavalry, had halted 
for their noon meal at a place called Akaj, 
about five miles from Chong Fu, when the 
sound of firing was heard. The men jumped 
to their feet as to a bugle call. Their offi- 
cers ordered them. to leave all impedimenta, 
their blanket rolls, overcoats, apeacks 
and haversacks. 
marching order the battalion hurried 
quick step toward the sound of the guns. 
When they reached South Teektal, three 
miles from Chong Fu, they were met by a 
wounded mounted orderly, who urged them 
to make the utmost haste. From there on 
the men ran all the way to Chong Fu, 
arriving in a condition so spent that they 
had barely strength. enough. to ~- fight. 
Throwing themselves into the hilly ground 
rising east and southeast of Chong Fu they 
opened a skirmishing fire on the Russians; 
one detachment numbering about fifty 
mounted men and seventy dismounted, was 
then within two hundred yards of the sore- 
beset Japanese cavalry. 


First Cavalry 
Engagement. 


The Japanese cavalrymen, 
selves supported. drew their 
under cover and mounted. Led by Capt. 
Kawai, with draw sabers, they galloped 
to the attack. Capt. Kawai was the first 
to fall, struck by two bullets, one in either 
side. Lieut. Komura was shot through the 
thigh and Sublieutenant Nagaoka, riding in 
advance of others, was also wounded.

When the Japanese infantrymen on 
hill, who had held their fire during 
cavalry attack for fear of hitting 
comrades, beheld the Japanese cavalrymen 
actually putting to rout the redoubtable 
horseinen of Russia, they rose up and, 
wavig their arms, burst into wild cheers 
of “Banzai."’ They then poured a volley 
into the retreating foe and advancing 
themselves on the run, captured Chong

Less than a year ago, Mother Mary se- 
oured the bottom title to Cascade Springs, 
a resort near Hot Springs, 8. D., and 
through Bishop O’Gorman announced her 
purpose of building an Indian school on the 
site. 

Daughter of the late banker of America 
and Europe, former head of the firm of 
Drexel, Morgan & Co., and one of the 
wealthiest men of Philadelphia, Mary 
Katharine Drexel was assured as a young 
woman not only of the entree of the best 
homes in Europe and America, but her 
right to a fortune insured a life of ease 
and luxury. Her fidelity to the Catholic 
church, however, led her to prefer a life 
in which she might add to the pleasure of 


others. 


Miss Drexel’s 
Interest Aroused. 

Bishop O'Connor ot Philadelphia was the 
spiritual adviser and warm personal friend 
ef the Drexel family. When he came West 
in the early "80s to take charge of the 
Nebraska diocese, his friendship for the 
Philadelphia family abated none. His du- 
tles brought him in contact with the degra- 
dation and neglect of the Indians. He was 
moved by their plight and told of it elo- 
quently to the elder Drexel. As a result 
Mr. Drexel] frequently came West and ac- 
companied Bishop O'Connor upon his trips 
among the Indlans and incidentally made 
large donations in behali of the reds.

Katherine accompanied her father on these 
occasions, and upon one of them she de- 
termined that her purpose in life should 
be especially to relieve and make better 


the red man. 
Proof of her sincerity was soon forthcom- 
ing. In 1889 she founded the order of the 
Blessed Sacrament, devoted to the Indian 
and the negro, and of this she is stiil the 
head. Since then she has given lavishly 
from her private forune. For when Mr. 
Drexel died his estate was left in trust, 
the income of $2,000,000 annually to go te 
the three daughters. It is estimated that 
Mother Mary Katherine spends in charity 
nearly all of her share of this amo#tnt. 
But she wears her nun's veil with becom- 
ing meekness. Extreme caution is ob- 
®erved by her not to parade her gifts. As 
a result, it was not known that she was 
to spend a half million dollars upon the 
drunken, dirty Winnebagoes, until prepara- 
tions were well under way for the accept- 
anco of the proffer. The only condition 
imposed was that the Indians give their 
consent, and this Father Schell of Homer, 
Neb., has obtained by personally interview- 
ing the tribesmen. 
It seems that during the Grant adminis- 
tration the reservations of the country 
were divided among the various religious 
denvuminations, and the Presbyterians were 
given charge of the spiritual welfare of 
the Rosebud and Winnebago agencies. 
Now, however, the lands have been allot- 
ted and the Indians are independent. With 
their consent no objection can be inter- 
posed to the establisiment of the schoo! 
and church.

within a few days a man of recognized abil- 
ity who is coming to give the matter his 


personal investigation. 

His visit is the result of a trip which Mr. 
Sells recently took East to discuss the 
proposition to electrify the Cog road. 

The one obstacle the way of carrying 
out such a plan is the static electricity 
with which the air is charged above the 
12,000 foot point. The fact that Pike’s Peak 


Overtops all. the surrounding mountains 
makes it the natural grounding spot for 
millions of volts of electricity that would 
otherwise be dissipated over a large area. 

In the ardinary trolley line power comes 
along the trolley wire from the power sta- 
tion, thence into the motors under the cars 
and returns to the earth, completing the 
circuit. 

The heavy currents on the Peak coming 
so quickly and so violently would, if ap- 
plied direct, tear the machines to pieces 
within a week after operations were begun. 
The thing to do then is to harness this 
power and make it useful. 

They p , therefore, to make a com- 
plete aircult of trolley wire and a double 
ciroult which shall contain all the power 
needed to operate the cars and at the same 
time keep it from —— up the motors in 
its dewgire to get to eartn. 

This double trolley circuit will be com- 

lete in itself, starting from ag «bee 
Goupe in Manitou and returning thout 
going through the earth. 

The pole of the car will take the power 
in the ordinary way and transmit it to the 
motor, but it will return on the other wire 
to the wer house and not through the 
earth, thereby preventing the burning out 
of the motor. 

The poles which will carry these wires 
will each have at the top a lightning rod 
designed to attract electricity which plays 
around the Peak so fiercely. The theory 
is that the poles will catch the “Juice” 
and tranemit it through the rails of the 
Cog road to the power house in Manitou 
where it will be transformed and stored 
for use. They will take the electricity off 
the Peak and transmit to Manitou, where 
it can be used fdr dfiving trains up and 
down. 

The Cog road management. have already 
begun upon plans and specifications, as the 
proposition will be unique for a railway 
of this kind. .

“FEUD IN TEXAS 


Malone and Veasey, Wealthy Citizens, 
Shot by Nixon, Whése Wife | 
Is Victims’ Cousin. 


LULING, Tex. May 7.—W. R: Malone and 
Col. John Veasey, two of the wealthiest and 
most prominent citizens, were shot and 
killea today by 8S. M. Nixon, member of the 
state Democratic executive committee, and 
formerly a banker here. All of the men are 
related by marriage, the two who were 
killed being cousins of Nixon's wife. 

About four years ago, Nixon had trouble 
with Malone over a business matter. They 
have not been friends since. Their friends 
have kept them apart until this morning 
when they met by accident. 

Nixon was passing down the street early 
this morning when he saw Malone standing 
in front of his store, about’ thirty feet 
away. Without a word, it is alleged, Nixon 
drew his pistol and shot Maione through 
the body. Malone dropped to the ground 


dead. 
Col. Veasey was in the store and rushed 


out awhen he heard the report of the pistol. 
He sought to disarm Nixon, but the latter 
turned.the weapon on him and shot him 
through the bowels, producing almost in- 
stant death, Nixon then surrendered and 
was placed in jail. 

Col. Veasey was in command of the First 
Texas Regiment of Volunteer Infantry dur- 
ing the Spanish war. He has taken a prom- 
inent part in the military affairs of the 
state for sev eral years. Nixon recently ré- 
turned from Cuba, where he spent several 
months for the benefit of his health. His 
friends assert that he was laboring under 
a fit of aberration when he killed the men.

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OLDFIELD BACK 
IN WINTON RANKS 


NEW YORK, May 7.—Speculation as to 
which car Barney Oldfield would drive in 
the International Cup race has been set at 
rest by the champion accepting his former 
position with the Winton company. If the 
Winton ‘“‘Bullet No. 2° qualifies for the 
place on the American team in the Inter- 
national Cup race, it will be driven by Old- 
field, who will, in fact, drive all of the 
Winton racing cars in open speed competi- 
tions in America as he did last season. 

The Bullet has been reconstructed to con- 
form with the international weight requtre- 
ments, and it is expected to be faster than 
it ever was before. It is the same car 


driven by Winton in the last international 
ace, which failed to finish, owing to car- 

ation troubles. In Oldfield’s hands the 
Bullet proved a marvelous record breaker.

Cleveland says, with equal complacency 
and magnanimity, that ‘the Moesgan-Bel- 
mont contract required of them such labor, 
risk and expense as perhaps entitied them 
to a favorable barga'n.’

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THE COLLEGE OF JOURNALISM. 

It is interesting to note that Joseph Pulitzer, in his 
article in the May number of the North American Review 
justifying ‘his founding of the College of JournaHsm, em- 
phasizes the value of its influence in raising the standard 
of honor, morality and public service in the journalistic 
professions” Mr. Pulitzer does not underrate the usefulness 
to journalism of practica) education in the art of making 
Bewspaepers and in the subjects, a knowledge of which is 

essential to good journdlistic work, but he subordinates all 
of this work to the grand aim of elev ating the character 
and purpose of journalism. 

Admitting that the qualities essential to the making of 
® great journalist are inborn, such as aptitude, ability, 
consci@nce, news instinct, moral courage, the power of 
concentrated and sustained effort; yet he reasons that 
these inborn qualities may be developed, strengthened and 
directed aright. He believes that college instruction 
should be substituted for “shop” ‘instruction. He thinks 
the beginner should be taught the practical work of jour-| 
malism through the criticism and suggestion of masters 
of the profession. He thinks the student should be given 
an intelligent comprehension of the fields of knowledge 
which is necessary to the best work of a journalist; he 
should know where to get information and how to use it 

best advantage. He should be instructed in the prin- 

of law, economics, sociology, ethics, the significance 
history, the use of statistics, the best literature and 
other subjects. 

But, above all the other purposes of the institution, 
Mr. Pulitzer places that of exalting journalism into a 
noble profession devoted to the public service. He wants 
it far removed from the taint of commercialism. He 
wants the journalist imbued with the idea that hp is « 
public servant, the sincere counsellor of the people, the 
guardian of civilization. He says: “Above knowledge, 
above news, above intelligence, the heart and soul of a 
mewspaper lie in ite moral sense, in its courage, its in- 
tegrity, its humanity, its sympathy for the oppressed, its 
independence, its devotion to the public welfare, its anxiety 
to render public seryice.” 

Referring to his purpose jn founding the College of 
Journalism, Mr. Pulitzer says it is. true he wishes to help

The letter from Herbegt Spencer on American character.

He tells his American correspondent that the course of 
things is not to be changed by teaching, not by intellect. 
but by character, and “character is not to be changed in 
a day or in a generation.” 

That is, not intellectual but moral ideals, are of saving 
grace to a nation. 

.“A true theory of progress is not a cause of movement, 
but is simply oil to the movement—serves to simply re- 
move friction. The force producing the movement is the 
azgregate of man’s interests and sentiments, and these are 
not to be changed by a theory.” 

“Re honest,” says Mr. Spencer. “Men’s instincts and 
sentiments” do not originate in the intellect, but in the 
sphere of character, and can be purified, strengthened and 
ennobled by the unwearied contemplation of moral ideals. 
and a resolute application of them to the cases of private 
and public life. 

Will, not intellect, is the motive power. If the will is 
true and good the intellect cannot but work truth and 


good.

From Joseph Pulttser’s Article in North American Review. 
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In an article in the May North American Review, Mr. 
Joseph Pulitzer, proprietor of the St. Louls Post-Dispatch 
and New York World, and founder of the new School of 
Journalism at Columbia University, replies to criticisms re- 
garding the need and uses of such a sthool and predicts that 
before the century closes schools of journalism will be 
generally accepted as a feature of specialized higher educa 
tion, like schools of law or medicine. The followmaeny excerpts 


suggest the scope and value of the article: 
MUST A JOURNALIST BE “BORN?” 

“They object, the eritics amd cavillers, that a “newspaper 
man” must depend solely upon natural aptitude, or, in the 
common phrase, that he .must be “born, not mad.” 

Perbaps the critics can name some great editor, born full- 
wiriged Ike Mercury, the messenger of the gods? I know 
of none. The only position that occurs to me which a man 
in our republic can successfully fill by the simple fact of 
birth is that of an idiot. Is there any other position for 
which a man does not demand and receive training—training 
at home, training in schools and colleges, training by master 
craftsmen, or training through bitter experience—through the 
burns that make the child dread the fire, through blunders 
costly to the aspirant? 

The “born editor” who has succeeded greatly without spe- 
cial preparation is simply a man with unusual ability and 
aptitude for his chosen profession, with great power of con- 
centration and sustained effort He is one who loves his 
work and puts his whole heart and mind into it. He is in 
the strictest sense an educated man, but he has merely sub- 
stituted self-education for education by others, making up 
for any deficiencies in his training by the unreserved sacri- 
fics of strength, energy and pleasure. Even in his case 
might it not be an advantage to have a system of instruction 
that would give him the same restlts at a saving of much 
time and labor?” ,

“Of course in every field natural aptitude is the key to suc- 
cess. When the experiment was tried of turning Whistler 
into a disciplined soldier, even West Point had to lay down 
its artus.

CAN CONSCIENCE BE DEVELOPED? 


“They object that moral character, like news instinct, can- 
not be made but must be born. This is a very serious objec- 
tion, for to me an editor without moral character has noth- 
ing. But is it-entirely true? Have not the critics themselves 
reached their present moral] altitude by degrees? Training 
cannot create temperament, I admit, nor perhaps radically 
change it; but is not conscience different from temperament? 
Is it not largely a question of education? May it not be 
considered more an acquired than an inherited or inherent 


quality?’ 


CAN MORAL COURAGE BE TAUGHT? 


“They object that moral courage cannot be taught. Very 
true. I admit that it is the hardest thing in the world to 
teach. But may we not be encouraged by the reflection that 
physical courage is taught? It is not to be supposed that 
every young man who enters West Point or Annapolis, 
Brienne, St. Cyr or Sandhurst.is a born hero. Yet the student 
at any of these schools ts so drilled, hammered and braced 
in the direction of courage that by the time he graduates it 
is morally certain that when he takes his men under fire for 
the first time he will not flinch. 

If such things can be done for physical courage, why not 
for méral courage?’ If the mind can be taught to expose the 
body fearlessly to ‘Wounds and death, cannot the soul be 
taught to cling to its convictions against temptation, preju- 
dice, obloguy and persecution? . Moral courage is developed 
by experience and by teaching. Every successful exercise 
of it makes the next easier. The editor is often confronted 
by an apparent dilemma-—elther to yield to a popular pas- 
sion that he feels to be wrong or to risk the consequences 
of unpopularity. Adherence’to convictions can and should 
be taught by precept and example as not only high principle 
but sound policy. Might not a hundred comcrete examples 
of inflexible devotion to the right serve as a moral tonic to 
the student?’

MUST JOURNALISM BE LEARNED IN THE OPFICE? 


“They object that such making as a hewspaper man needs 
after he has been successfully born can be done only in the 
actual practice of the office, or ‘shop.’ ” 


“The ‘shop’ idea is the ane that used to 'prevall in the law 
and medicine. Legal studies began by copying bills of cost | 
for the country lawyer; medical training by sweeping out a 
doctor’s office. Now it is fecognized that better results are 
obtained by starting with a systematic equipment In a pro.- 
fessional school. The lawyer learns nothing at college ex- 
cept the theory of the law. its principles and some precedents. 
When he receives his 4ipl»ma he is quite unprepared to prac- 
tice. Nor does the doctor learn to practice at the medical 
school. He learns only principles, theories, rules, the ex- 
periencés of others—the foundation of his profession. After 
leaving college he must work in the hospitals to acquire the 
art of practically applying his knowledge.”’ 


CLASS DISTINCTIONS—WHY NOT? 


“They object that a College of Journalism would establish 
class distinction in the profession—an invidious distinction 
of the few who had received the benefits of a collegiate 
training against the many who had not enjoyed this advan- 
tage. I sincerely hope it will create a class distinction be- 
tween the fit and the unfit. We need a class feeling among 
journalists—one based not upon money, but upon morals, ed- 
ucation and character. 

Zhere are still a few places in which money ts not every- 
thing, and they are those in which. men are joined by a bond 
of honorable association. The cadet at West Point is taught 
honor and pride in his profession. He knows that none of 
his comrades will lie or cheat or do anything unworthy of 
a gentieman, and the pleasure he feels in such associations 
fully compensates for his ridiculousily small income. He sees 
thousands of vulgar people, much more prosperous than him- 
eelf, living in much greater luxury, yet he would not change 
his life and his social circle for theirs. May we not hope that 
a similar education will in the future create a similar corps 
fecling among journalists—the same pride in the profession, 
the same determination to do nothing ‘unbecoming an officer 
and a gentleman?’ Why not?” 

“The journalist has d position that is all his own. He 
alone has the privilege of molding the opinion, touching the 
hearts and appealing to the redson of hundreds of thousands 
every day. Here is the most fascinating of all professions. 
The soldier may wait @ years for his opportunity. Most 
lawyers, most physicians, most clergymen dies in obscurity, 
but every single day opens new doors for the journalist 
who holds the confidence of the community and has the ca. 
pacity to address it. 

But as yet the journalist works alone. If he is a college 
graduate he goes to his college club as a graduate, not as 
a jourmalist. He never speaks of another journalist as ‘“‘my 
colleague,” as the lawyer or the physician does of his pro- 
fessional brother. <He hardly ever meets other journalists 
socially, in any numbers. But if the future editors of the 
city were in large proportion graduates of the same col- 
lege and had a recognised professional meeting place 
in which they could come together informally and discuss 
matters of common interest, would they not eventually de- 
velop a professional pride that would enable them to work 
in concert for the public good and that would put any black 
sheep of the profession in a very uncomfortabid position? 
Such a spirit would be the surest guaranty against the con- 
trol of the press by powerful financial Interests—not an 
imaginary danger by any means.

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TEACHERS FOR THE COLLEGE. : 

Mr. Pulitzer anticipates the dif@culty of finding suitable 
teachers. Able editors: might be lured, with difficulty, from 
active work in. their profession. But the difficulty would 
undoubtedly be surmounted. There “are many retired ed- 
itors. Appeals to the honor and pride of the profession 
would draw talent, Leaders in other intellectual fields could 
algo be induced te help the work along. 


THINGS UNTBEACHABLE. 

“They object that there are some things that a College of 
Journalism cannot teach. I admit it. No college can give 
imegination, initiative, impulses, enthusiasm, a sense of 
humor ar irony. These things must be inborn. But would 
not such inborn qualities be developed and strengthened in 


opment of such inborn qualities seen everywhere in intel- 
lectual life? The poet, it is true, is bern, not made. That 
is also true of a great orator and a great painter. But does 
not the great poet indicate and cultivate his inborn genius 
by instinctively devouring, even as a child, all the poetry 
he can procure? Keats wrote: “I long to feast upon old 
Homer as we have upon Shakspeare and as I have lately 
upon Milton.” Did not such orators as Demosthenes, Cicero, 
Burke and Webster declaim the masterpieces of oratory and 
rhetoric? Did not Van Dyck and every other great painter 
benefit by the careful study of the work of their great pre- 
decessors in art? And with these facts in mind may we 
not hope that the student at Columbia, living in ah atmos- 
phere of journalism, with the highest examples and ideals 
of journalism constantly before him, will bring to the high- 
est efficiency whatever dormant or inborn faculty he may 
possess? It seems to me that the more conclusively the 
critics prove certain things to be unteachable the more 
they prove the nécessity of teaching everything possible that 


is teachable.”’

WHAT SHOULD NOT BE TAUGHT. 


“Not to teach typesetting, not to explain the methods of 
business management, not to reproduce with trivial varia- 
tions thée/course of a commercial college. This is not unl. 
versity work. It needs no endowment. It is the idea of 
work for the community, not commerce, not for one’s self, 
but primarily for the publiaq that needs to be taught. The 
School of Journalism is to be, in my conception, not only 
not commercial, but anti<ommercial. It is to exalt prin- 
ciple, knowledge, culture, at the expense of business if need 
be. It is to set up ideals, to keep the counting room in its 
proper place, amd to make the soul of the editor the soul of 
the paper. Incidentally I may say that I have never spent 
an hour in any publication office either of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch or the World, though I managed to estab- 
lish both these journals and still own them. 


In the proposed course of study, drawn up with admira- 
ble quickness by President Eliot and widely discussed as 
if it had been definitely adopted, Dr. Eliot included in- 
struction in the business administration of a newspaper. 
He mentioned specifically circulation, advertising, manufac- 
ture and finance. 

My own ideas upon many parts of the course of study are 
still uncertain, but upon this one point they are very de 
cided. I am sure that, if my wishes are to be considered, 
business instruction of any sort should not, would not and 
must not form any part of the work of the College of Jour- 
nalism., 

What is a College of Journalism? It is an institution to 
train, journalists. What is a journalist? Mpot any business 
manager or publisher, or even proprietor. A journalist is 
the lookout on the bridge of the ship of state. He notes 
the passing sail, the little things of interest that dot the 
horizon in fine weather. He reports the drifting castaway 
whom the ship can save. He peers through fog and storm 
to give warning of dangers ahead. He is not thinking of 
his wages or of the profits of his owners. He is there to 
watch over the safety and the welfare of the people who 
trust him. é 

Few ment the business office of a newspaper know any- 
thing about tis principles of journalism. The proprietor 
himself is not necessarily a journalist. He may be, if he 
is capable of understanding public questions, of weighing 
public interests, of carrying out public tasks; if he is in 
touch with public feeling, realizes public duties, is in sym- 
pathy with the public welfare, and is capable of presenting 
his ideas to the people either by his own pen or by the pens 
of others. But it is quite conceivable that some proprietors’ 
are deficient in these points. 

My hope is that this College of Journalism will raise the 
standard of the editorial profession. But to do this it 
must mark the distinction between real journalists and 
men who do a kind of newspaper work that requires neither 
culture nor conviction, but merely business training. I wish 
to begin a movement that will raise journalism to the rank 
of a learned profession. growing in the respect of the com- 
munity as other professions far less important to the public 
interests have grown. 

There is an obvious difference between a business and a 
profession. An editor, an editorial writer or a correspond- 
ent is not in business. Nor is even a capable reporter. 
These men are already in a profession, though they may not 
admit it, or even realize it, as many of them unhappily 
do not. Ill or well, they represent authorship, and author. 
ship is a profession. 

The man in the counting room of a newspaper is in the 
newspaper business. He concentrates his brain (quite le- 
gitimately) upon the commercial aspects of things, upon the 
margin of profit, upon the reduction of expenses, upon buy- 
ing white paper and selling it printed—and that is business. 
But a man who has the advantage, honor and pleasure of 
addressing the public every day as a writer or thinker is a 
professional man. S80, of course, is he who directs these 
writers and reporters, who tells them what to say and how 
to say it, who shows them how to think4-who inspires them. 
though he may never write a line himself, and decides what 
the principles of the paper shall be.” *

“That a newspaper, however great as a public institution 
and a public teacher, must also be a business is not to be 
denied, but there is nothing exceptional in this. Elements 
of business, of economy, of. income and outgo, are in the 
government of the city, the state, the nation, in art, in 
every school, in every college, in every university, indeed, 
in every church. But a bishop. even though he receives pay 
for his work, is not regarded as a business man; nor is a 
great artist, though he charge the highest possible price for 
his paintings and die as rich as Meissonier or Rubens. Many 
distinguished lawyers, such as Mr. Tilden—one of the great- 
est—were shrewd business men, able probably to outwit the 
majority of publishers, yet they were rightly considered

TRENTON, N. J., May 7.—Despite . the 
grotesqueness of the proposition Franklin 
Murphy of New Jersey is. being boomed 
persistently for chairman of the Repuhili- 
can national committee. The governors 
protestations that he does not G@esire the 
position are not altogether seriously taken 
here. : 

Should Munphy be elected to the cnair- 
manship, the Republican party would pre- 
sent the novel spectacle of having @ Ro- 
torious official advocate of the trusts as 


inanager of the campaign for the re-elec- 
tion of Preskient Roosevelt, the “trust 


buster.’’ The Democrats would be sure to 
make political capital of the situation, and 
could well challenge the sincerity of ‘he 
party’s anti-trust declarations. 

There may be some explanation of the 
Murphy boom in the fact that nearly every 
newspaper correspondent at the Jersey 
capital is the holder of a political job and 
has an interest in flattering the governor. 

From tie beginning of his administration 
Gov. Murphy has in messages to the legis- 
lature and in interviews for the press as- 
sured the trusts that he would care for 
their interests. 

In his message to the legislature of 1903 
he undertook a lengthy defense of the “so- 
called trusts” and the corporation laws of 
New Jersey.

Timeteo and two of his lieutenants 
were sentenced to death, 17 others received 
life sentences and a few of the younger 
members of the band received sentences 
ranging from 20 years down.

OR six months back unus fforte--h 
by the St. Louis University eutherities-to put on 
exhibition at the World’s Fait what will, perhaps, 
prove to be the rarest and most valuable historic 
collection ever placed before the eyes of the St. Louis 
public. The archives of Havana, New Orleans, ~~

of history and the antiquarian. Pes 
When one reflects that the period of Jesuit missionary activity mm — — 
the territory now included by the states of the union dates from Septem. 
ber, 1566, and has continued to the present year of grace, 1904, a period ~~ 
of 338 years—with the single exception of an interval of 41 years, 1773- 
1814, during which the Jesuits as a corporate body were for reasons of 
state, suppressed and expelled from their missions—when it is recalled that 
their missions extended from Cape Canaveral on the eastern coast of Fior- 
ida to Cape Nome in Alaska and from Maine to southern California, one 
would suppose that, like Cicero’s speech, it would not be a question of 
finding material but of making a judicious selection of what was on hand. 
Such, however, is not the case, for many precious documents have, like La 
Salle’s map, perished through accident, fire and flood, and a few faint 
traditions gathered fromm a wandering savage are often the only memorials 
of a missionary zeal that was heroic and self-sacrificing. 
The three and one-half centuries of missionary work of the Jesuits in 
the United States divide themselves naturally into three epochs, the 
Spanish Jesuits’ mission beginning in what is now Florida in 1566, and 
later continued in southern California and having its. rallying point in 
Havana; the French Jesuits in 1612, with headquarters in Quebec, and the 
English Jesuits who came to Maryland with Lord Baltimore in 1633. It 
is from the Jesuits of Maryland that the western Jesuits date their origin, 
the first in Missouri coming from Whitemarsh, Md., in 1823.

that years ago the United States army adopted it under 
the name of the Sibley tent. 

But the tepee is modern. Disappointing as the state 
ment may be, it is true enough, for out on the great plains 
of the west there lived and died in the centuries thousands 
upen thousands of Indians, whose eyes never beheld a tepee. 
This fine little architecural conceit came to the Sioux sees 
them a hundred years ago. They made the fixat tepces

in what are now the Dekotas, lifting poles aed bindi 
skins about them as a get-shelter-quick plan while beat 
ing the Buffalo upon the great plains. 

The ancestors of the Sioux knew nothing of this little 
trick. They had no such inviting house. They were geph- 
ers pure and simple, and lived im the ground, and it was 
hecause of his knowledge of this old house-building cus 
toh that Dr. Dorsey was selected by Prof. WJ McGee, » 
chief of the Exposition Bureau of Anthropology, to bring 
to the Fair a bend of Indians who would build on the 
grounds one of these queer old dirt lodges in’ which the 
Hains laflecs lived before the Sioux hit upon the idea 

Dr. Darsey knew where to get his men. He knew some 
old redtkins among the Pawnees and the Wichitas who 
had told him stories of the dirt lodges they lived in when 
they were boys. 

Dr. Dorsey had been fascinated by the story when first 
he heard it. It ram, in substance, like this: 

“The Wichitas and the Pawnees were living on the great 
plains in their dirt lodges. They were like the prairie 
doga, the ground hogs, the gophers and badgers. They 
befrrowed @heir homes in the earth, and raised eyer them a 
frame work of willows, covered this over with tough prai- 
vie grass, and then put on the main roof of sod. 

“All the tribes of the plains did this. There was no 
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other type of heuse among then. Some of the bruwes 
who went hunting far off to the southwest heard steric: 
of big Indian houscs built of stones, but there were neth- 
ing but dirt ledges upon the plains. and ean Indian tewn 
looked like a° cluster of bumps on the ground, each with 
its opening in the top. each with its door leading Cown at 
the side, and each sheltering ail the way from 30 to 5® 
persons. 

“The Pawnees and the Wichitas lived comfortuljy in 
their dirt ledges. The ledge wes a goed shelter trom 
storms. It was a sterchouse in which the meat of the 
hunters was safe from the wolves and the coyotes which 
ran over the plains, seeking what meat they might steal. 
It was a safe rvetxeat from the enemies of the tribe, for 
the reof was firm and thick and a eimgle warrier could 
guerd the door against any number of feemen. 

“The tribes never thought ef any other sort of lodge 
until one day seme Pawnee hunters rode down trom te 
Nerth and suid: “We don't know avythirg ahout dod 22, 
The Daketahs are much vhead of us.. They hawe tepees 
They live on top of the ground, They hawe fresh air, and 
whenever they desire te go to some place where there 
are more buflale end elk, they have only to wrap the «4 « 
of the house about the poles, bft 4,° end to the girth of a 
pony and drag the house with them. Td, is a much bet- 
ter plan then our own.’ 

“Then it was that the Pawnees, the Wichitas and al 
the other tribes of the plains abandoned their dirt ledges. . 
They made tepeecs. It was 80 much simpler and it required 
much less work.”

These old dirt lodges were sprinkled over the whole 
western plains in the ante-tepee era. They were the first 
architectural product out of that lower barbarism in which 
the plains Indians lived. The tepee revresen*ed a higher 
plane of savagery. Thousands of the liitie Indian mounds 
of the West are but the sites of these old dirt lodges; the 
mound being the dirt which was thrown upon the roof 
Even out in Forest Park there are some of these little dirt 
lodge sites—-each of them a little mound. and all of them 
having in their center the ashes of the fire which cooked 
the meat of the family occupying the house. 

Lewis H. Morgan, who made for the United States 
Bureau of Ethnology a study of the house-building of the 
American aborigines, describes the dirt ledges common 
along the Missouri river in early days. He says: 

“The Mandans and Miunctarees of the upper Missouri 
constructed a timber-framed house superior in design and 
‘in mechanical construction to those of the Indians of the 
lower plains. The houses were circular in external form, 
and the walls being above five feet hich and the roof cov 
ered with dirt a foot and a half thick.. The .houses were 
about forty feet in diameter and the excavation was such 
that the roof was some fifteen feet above the floor in the 
center, The poles supporting the reof were braced under: 
a frame, upon which was laid a willow matting, and upon 
this matting prairie grass was overspread, Over all was a 
deep covering of earth. An opening about four feet in 
diameter was left in the center, for the exit of smoke and 
for the admission of light. The interior was spacious ard 
tolerably well lighted, although the opening in the roof and 
a single doorway were the only apertures through which 
light could penetrate. There was but one entrance, protect 
ed by what was called the Esximo doorway; that is, by a 
passage some five fect wide, ten or twe've feet lorg and 
six feet high. constructed with «plit timbers, roofed with 
poies, and covered with earth.

This independence of servants and of ein- 
ploves in general has, then, elevated the pro- 
fession.

He had sent 
a ticket for her and she was to join him in Iowa. 
She did not want to go, but her mother would 
not, listen to her pleadings. Geftrude was a 
married woman and it was her duty to join 
her husband, said Mrs. Long, who would hare 
no nonsense. So she “fixed up” Gertrude as 
best she could and placed her on a train. The 
child made the journey all alone, and she is 
rather proud of that experience. Old Leeper 
met her at the railroad station at Brighton and 
took her to the home of one of his sons, where 
she found that he had grandchildren older 
than she. } 

It was ‘not so bad as she had feared at first, 
besause there was not nearly so much work to 
do in the Iowa home, but before many weeks 
had passed she was even more unhappy than 
she had been in the lonely hut in Missouri. To 
begin with, she learned how to play, learned 
that there are ways for a child to be happy.
